SCHOOL  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  of  Greenland,  New  Hampshire : 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools, -the  fifteenth  in  the  series. 

As  in  the  past,  I  am  presenting-  much  information  about 
the  Greenland  schools  in  form  of  statistics  which,  if  care- 
fully read  and  studied,  in  conjunction  with  other  informa- 
tion furnished  by  the  district  treasurer  and  by  the  school 
board  in  their  reports,  will  give  a  clear  picture  of  the 
size,  cost  and  many  other  details  of  the  schools. 

Tables  IV,  V  and  VI  show  some  interesting  facts  in 
regard  to  all  the  schools  in  Union  No.  16,  and  in  the  entire 
state  as  well.  I  congratulate  the  four  pupils  listed  in 
Table  VII  for  their  perfect  attendance  during  an  entire 
school  year.  For  many  years  the  percent  of  attendance 
in  the  Greenland  school  has  been  good.  As  will  be  seen 
in  Table  IV,  it  compares  favorably  with  that  of  other 
districts  in  this  Union.  The  parents  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated on   discharging  their   responsibility    in   this   matter. 

On  the  evidence  of  visits  of  inspection  and  of  supervision 
of  results  of  standard  achievement  tests,  and  of  reports 
from  the  Portsmouth  schools,  the  past  year  in  our  local 
school  was  a  satisfactory  one.  The  present  year  is 
continuing  in  the  same  way.  The  standard  of  work 
demanded  in  Grades  VII  and  VIII  has  never,  in  my  period 
of  supervision,  been  so  high  as  now  and  the  amount  and 
quality  of  work  done  by  pupils  in  those  grades  is,  in  con- 
sequence, steadily  improving.     Our  entire  staff  of  teachers 
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vis  giving  efficient  and  conscientious  work  to  the  training 
of  our  children  in  this  critical  time  and  are  to  be  commend- 
Thanks  to  Mr  re's  able  teaching  of  music 

e  hearty  co-operation  which  all  the  other  teachers 
give  her,  our  music  has  never  been  taught  with  better 
results. 

3  jar  ago  in  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools  in 
I  16,  I  noted   that  we,  in  this  Union,  had  been 

fortunate  in  being  able,  up  to  that  date,  to  conduct   our 
schools  in  a  fairly  normal  way  as  regards  material  supplies 

teaching  personnel.  Since  that  time,  general  pro- 
'curement  of  replacing  or  substitute  teachers  has  become 
increasingly  difficult,  especially  in  the  many-graded  rural 
schools  and  in  the  high  schools.  However,  we  in  this 
Union,  are  still  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  most  of 
our  teachers  and  to  find  satisfactory  substitutes  lor  those 
who  have  left  our  service.  The  school  boards  of  our 
I  have,  through  the  years,,  created  generally  satis- 
factory working  conditions  in  the  schools,  and  parents 
have  in  the  main  been  extremely  co-operative  with  school 
boards  and  teachers  in  the  whole  process  of  education. 
Some  salaries  have  been  increased  and  placed  on  a 
schedule  basis.  A  continuance  of  these  policies  will  go 
far  toward  the  maintenance  of  good  schools  in  the  uncer- 
tain years  ahead  and  I  bespeak  your  sympathetic  interest 
to  that  end.  Another  year  of  war  finds  its  influence  on 
education  of  increasing  importance.  Some  mention  of 
the  war,  at  least  in  its  geographical  aspects,  some  thought 
about  it,  some  participation  in  its  various  ramifications 
such  as  Red  Cross  activity  and  stamp  and  war  bond  buy- 
ing, is  of  daily  occurrence  in  all  grades  from  the  first  to 
the  twelfth  at  which  latter  point,  all  able  bodied  boys 
expect  to  become  a  part  of  the  armed  forces.  All  the 
teachers  of  Union  No.  16  feel  the  weight  of  their  responsi-^ 
bility  in  this  matter.  This  is  their  contribution  to  the  war 
effort.       They  rejoice  in  their  opportunity  to  train  pupils 
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not  only  in  academic  and  mechanical  skills,  but  also  to 
cultivate  in  their  charges  the  highest  ideals  of  the  demo- 
cratic way  of  life  in  which,  we  believe,  lies  the  only  secure 
and  lasting  happiness  for  all  people. 

The  deep  interest  of  school  board,  parents  and  other 
citizens  in  their  schools  is  very  much  appreciated  by  all 
those  who  are  in  daily  care  of  the  schools.

THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  School  Board  of  Greenland,  New  Hampshire: 

Following  are  the  health  activities  carried  on  in  the 
Greenland  schools  from  January  1st,  1943  to  January 
1st,  1944. 

Most  of  the  follow-up  work  and  corrective  work  follow- 
ing- the  1942  physical  examinations  was  done  during  the- 
winter  and  spring  terms  of  1943.  Forty-two  children  had 
complete  dental  care- by  their  own  dentist.  Six  children 
had  part  of  their  dental  work  done  by  their  dentist.  Nine 
children  had  their  eyes  examined  by  their  physician  and 
had  their  vision  'corrected.  Four  children  had  tonsillecto- 
mies performed.  All  children  should  be  immunized 
against  small  pox  and  diphtheria  before  entering  the  first 
grade  of  school.  I  am  sorry  that  we  are  not  able  to  have 
a  dental  clinic  this  year.  Many  dentists  have  gone  into 
the  service  and  those  remaining  are  too  over  worked. 
The  children's  teeth  have  been  kept  in  good  condition  and 
1  ask  the  parents  to  please  keep  up  the  good  work. 
Number  of  children  examined  in  the  fall  of  1943  —  115 
Number  of  children  found  to  have  defective  vision  —  15 
Number  of  children  found  to  have  defective  teeth —  49 
Number  of  children  found  to  have  defective  tonsils  —  6 
Number  of  children  found  to  be  underweight  •  —  11 
Number  of  children  found  to  have  Orthopedic  defects  —    4 

All  children  are  weighed  and  measured  three  times  each 
year  —  fall,  winter  and  spring. 

Forty-two  visits  were  made  to  the.  school. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank1  our  superir' ■ 
dent,   Mr.  Towle,  school  board,  teachers   and  parents   for 
their  cooperation  and  help  in  my  work.
